Killed by Poison 


MUNICH, Germany (?}—Investigators established 


Monday that poison killed 


Communist guerrilla chief from the Ukraine.

But the 


mystery that surrounded his life continued in death. 


His associates charge he was the 
victim of a Moscow-directed mur- 
der plot. Police say he seems to 
have committed suicide, but are 
completely in the dark as to the 
motive. 


The body of 50-year-old Bandera 
was found Thursday noon in the 
staircase hall of his secluded Mu- 
nich home, one of the many hide- 
outs from which he directed 
an estimated million nationalist 

Initially, he was believed to 
have died in a fall, but doctors 
performing the autopsy found 
traces of poison in his stomach. 
A policeman said the fact he swal- 
lowed the poison pointed to a su- 
icide. He said he doubted any as- 
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Ssassin would dare force a man to 
take poison in a crowded apart- 
ment house. 


Georgi Lennik, Bandera’s depu- 
ty at the exile newspaper “The 
Road to Freedom,” told a report- 
er: “We are convinced he was 
killed by the Bolsheviks. Bandera 
would have gladly died on the bat- 
tlefield but never thought of sui- 
cide. But the question remains: 
How was he made to take the 
poison?’”’ 

Lennik said that as late as two 
weeks ago Bandera received a 
warning that an attempt on 
his life was planned. As a result, 
the number of his bodyguards 
was increased. 


Leaders of the Russian emigre 
organization, who oppose Ban- 
dera’s plans for Ukrainian in- 
dependence but share his anti- 
Communist views, said they, too, 
were certain he was assassinated, 
as was his predecessor. 


Col. Eugenij Konovalets, first 
head of the organization of Ukrain- 
ian nationalists, was killed by a 
bomb in Rotterdam, Holland, in 
1938. Bandera took over in 1941 
after Nazi troops freed him from 
a Polish jail where he was serv- 
ing a life sentence, commuted 
from death.

U.S. Embassy Aide 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet news- 
paper sources asserted Monday 
that Moscow bus riders caught 
Russell A. Langelle of the U.S. 
Embassy handing over money to 
a Russian for secret intelligence 
data. 


Ordered expelled by the Foreign 
Ministry, Langelle, the embassy’s 
chief security officer, left by plane 
Monday night for home, with his 
wife and three children. The dead- 
line for departure was Monday. 


Washington has denied that Lan- 
gelle, 37, was engaged in espion- 
age. The State Department 
charged he was abducted, man- 
handled, threatened and framed. 
The State department also said 
the Russians tried to get him to 
spy for the Soviet Union and he 
refused. 


SOVIET SHIELDS STORY 
The story has not yet been pub- 

lished in the Soviet Union. 
But this is the version Soviet 
newspaper sources say has been 


distributed to newspaper for later 
publication: 


At about 9 a.m. Friday, passen- 
gers on a bus noticed two other 
riders exchanging something. The 
passengers saw one man give the 
other man a large package that 
appeared to contain money. 


Suspicious, they seized the two 
and handed them over to authori- 
ties. 


ONE HAD MONEY 


Officials found one of the two 
to be a Soviet citizen. He had the 
package, which contained 20,000 
rubles—$5,000 at the official rate. 
He also had material for making 
secret ink. 


The other man voluntarily hand- 
ed over a notebook in which was 
found secret data written in in- 
visible ink. 

(The State department said the 
notebook was suddenly produced 
while Langelle was being forcibly 
held and the embassy official said 
he never had seen it before). 


The man later produced docu- 
ments identifying himself as Rus- 
sell Langelle of the U.S. Embassy. 
He then was released. The Rus- 
sian, whose name was not given, 
still is being held. 


Rockefeller 
Squares Off 
With Nixon 


CHICAGO @—A Nixon-Rocke- 
feller contest for the Republican 
presidential nomination opened 
unofficially Monday in this city 
where the party convention will 
be held next summer. 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York flew in for a two-day 
whirlwind visit which may test his 
ability to win support in the stra- 
tegic Midwest, now heavily in fa- 
vor of Vice President Nixon. 


Rockefeller so far is Nixon's 
only serious challenger for the 
nomination. He lined up meetings 
with Midwest Republican leaders, 
including Gov. William G. Strat- 
ton of Illinois, who has endorsed 
no presidential nominee. Stratton 
has been mentioned as a possible 
vice presidential candidate. 


Rockefeller hinted he would 
meet with a representative from 
Wisconsin, site of a key presiden- 
tial primary next year. 


He declared that a GOP nomi- 
nee could win in 1960 with a 
“forthright and courageous” cam- 
paign. 


Rockefeller hinted that he would 
listen seriously if there were 
enough feeling that he would be 
the strongest candidate the Re- 
publicans could run. 


Next month he will visit Calli- 
fornia, Nixon’s home state, and 
Oregon. Both states have presi- 
dential primaries next year. 


The official purpose of Rocke- 
feller’s Chicago visit was a meet- 
ing of the Civil Defense Commit- 
tee of the Governors’ Conference.

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Nobody Will Gain 
In Steel Deadlock 


When the President’s fact - finding 
board in the steel dispute reported to 
him yesterday it saw no hope for volun- 
tary settlement of the 97-day-old strike, 
it left him no alternative but to seek an 
80-day injunction under the Taft-Hartley 
Act and a back-to-work order. 

“The board,” the report said, “‘can- 
not point to any single issue of any con- 
sequence whatsoever upon which the 
parties are in agreement.” 

The fact-finders went beyond their 
assigned duties and made every effort 
to bring the two sides together. Follow- 
ing the administration’s emphasis on 
voluntary settlement without resorting 
to compulsion, they sought on their own 
to resolve differences. Their failure 
brings on compulsion, which every sen- 
sible person hopes will be short-lived. 

But the fact remains that the steel 
strike must be ended and ended quickly. 
It is bringing on a creeping paralysis of 
the nation’s economy. Already one auto- 
mobile manufacturer, General Motors, 
has more than 60,000 unemployed as a 
result of it. A national crisis looms in 
many other fields. 

As the board’s report says, we have 
a breakdown of collective bargaining. 
Two powerful groups thus are failing in 
their obligation to the nation. If a back- 
to-work order does not produce a speedy 
settlement or if there should be another 
walkout at the end of the 80-day period, 
the consequences might be grave indeed 
for both union and industry. 

Congress already is beginning to show 
signs of unrest. The point being made 
increasingly is that existing laws con- 
tain no adequate provisions for protect- 
ing the public interest when labor and 
management reach a stalemate in basic 
industry. This has happened in steel. 

Compulsory arbitration, as distasteful 
as it may be, already is being proposed 
as a remedy. Another proposal is appli- 
cation of antitrust laws to labor to pre- 
vent industry-wide bargaining and 
strikes. Government seizure with legis- 
lative sanction also will be considered. 

Should an injunction of 80 days not 
produce a settlement, another walkout at 
the beginning of the congressional ses- 
sion in January would bring with it tre- 
mendous pressure for legislative action. 
Both union and management stand to 
gain nothing through failure to settle. 

Meanwhile, the public’s interest and 
the nation’s interest call for an imme- 
diate settlement without another infla- 
tionary trigger.

Whether or not pollution from At-

But 
throughout the Atlanta area, with all the 
suburban developments and industrial 
plants springing up, pollution problems 
will become greater, not less. 

As the metropolitan community starts 
toward its second million, this hazard re- 
quires planning by all governmental 
agencies concerned. 

But stream pollution becomes an in- 
creasing concern all over the state. Geor- 
gia’s abundant water resources starid to 
lose much of their value and to become 
an increasing menace to health unless 
we face up to facts and do something 
about them.

In Tree Farming Crops 


Trees have become a cash crop on 

more than 50 million’ acres of American 
farm land. 
-«*s-That is the extent of a program of 
good forestry management started 18 
years ago with 120,000 acres in the state 
of Washington. Called the tree farm pro- 
gram, it has now reached to 15,798 farms 
with 50,127,379 acres in 46 states. 

Two-thirds of that acreage is in the 
South and 4,700,000 acres of that two- 
‘thirds is in Georgia. 

These are privately owned acres on 
which the owner pledges himself to good 
forest practices and to selective cutting. 

The program concentrates on small 
holdings, 500 acres or less, in woodlots 
and it aims to show the farmer how he 
can best get a cash income from the 
woodlot each year. 

_ The tree farm program, sponsored by 
the American Forest Products Industries, 


L 


is making a valuable contribution to con- 
servation of natural resources. It devel- 
ops the idea that lumbering must not be 
a one-shot proposition as it started out 
to be when the woods were cut over and 
left barren of anything productive. 


Tree farming teaches nurturing and 
harvesting a crop from the woodlands. It 
means the best possible use of the timber 
resource and for the farmer it means 
money in the pocket, not merely now, but 
now and tomorrow.

Should Be Transferred 


The State Department of Public 
Health’s plan for creation of a mental 
health unit makes it all the more logical 
that the Georgia Training School for 
Mental Defectives at Gracewood be trans- 
ferred from the Welfare department to 
the Health department. 

Such a change y had been 
recommended by Gov. Vandiver’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Mental Institutions; 
the Senate-House Mental Health Study 
Committee; Dr. George Jackson, director 
of mental institutions for the state of 
Kansas, and Dr. E. James McCranie, a 
member of the advisory committee and 
head of the Medical College of Georgia’s 
department of psychiatry. 

Dr. McCranie, who made a study of 
the situation at Gracewood earlier in the 
year, reported that a lack of adequate 


already 


psychiatric, psychological and _ social 
case-work programs constitutes. a serious 


inadequacy. 

He also said the Health department }s 
better equipped to offer medical adminis- 
trative understanding, greater emphasis 
on mental health aspects of the school’s 
functioning, more help in developing a 
research program and greater assistance 
in obtaining federal and other grant 
money for buildings and other develop- 
ments. 

Gracewood is the only-institution that 
is primarily a health facility remaining 
under jurisdiction of the Welfare depart- 
ment. Plans should be drawn now to 
transfer it to the Health department.

Scrap Iron for Japan 


History very often has its ironic com- 
mentary upon the foibles of man. Some- 
thing of that sort is contained in a news 
story that five U.S. aircraft carriers are 
being towed to Japan.

Most of us will.remember the tons 
of scrap iron which the Japanase bought 
in this country in the 1920s and 1930s 
to feed its flourishing armaments indus- 
try.

These 
earriers which are now sold to Japan 
helped to bring her to her knees and to 
break the back of the Japanese Navy in 
World War II.

stroying only 15 years ago. We hope this 
time to retain her friendship and to heip 
build her economic strength to with- 
stand the great Communist push in Asia.

Beyond that obliga- 
tion, they have the responsibility to that 
which will promote the dental health of 
their patients. 

The medical doctor not treats 
people, he tells them what to do to keep 
well. 

That's what American dentists are 
doing when they advocate water fluori- 
dation.

Pulse of the Public 


Police Officers’ Report Cited as Support 


For Sustaining Civilian Firearms Privilege 


Atlanta — I should like to call 
your attention to a recent state- 
ment by the National Police Of- 
ficers’ Association of America 
concerning that organization’s po- 
sition on firearms control in the 
United States. A copy of the com- 
plete statement may be obtained 
from that organization. Among 
other things, President Frank J. 
Schira says that thousands of law 
enforcement officers throughout 
the United States gave this mat- 
ter considerable thought. 


They. conclude’ that, “. . . an 
American citizen of voting age 
and of good character should have 
the right to purchase without re- 
striction a handgun, pistol, re- 
volver, rifle, shotgun, or a like 
item without interference by a 
government body.” Further, 
President Schira indicates that 
the officers as a group feel that, 
“For every criminal that uses a 
gun to rob and kill, we have 10 
times that number of armed citi- 
zens who are able to assist the 
police in capturing these potential 
killers because they are armed.”

Traffic Traps Deprive State 
Of Potential Tourist Trade 


The tourist season is on again. The persons who have the time 
and the money are heading from the colder regions to the warmer 
climes. Except for one thing many of them would regard Georgia 
favorably as a vacation spot. But mostly they are. as in the past, 
headed for Florida, using U.S. 301 and U-S. 17 in this part of the state 


to “get through’”’ Georgia. 

Georgia has plenty to offer the 
leisurely. The publicity of Geor- 
gia’s advantages, however, is far 
outweighed by the annual warn- 
ing from the travel-experienced. 
This warning is plain and clear: 
Georgia will catch you if you 
don’t watch out! 

The Georgia reputation as a 
trap for the out-of-state motorist 
is deep-seated. And there is no 
denying there is plenty of reason 
for this reputation to have spread. 

Leaders around the state have 
recognized the loss in dollars to 
Georgia because the traffic traps 
are literally driving away the 
tourists. They have agreed that 
the basis for the problem is the 
fee system whereby the fines 
‘cash bond forfeitures) resulting 
from a traffic arrest are used to 
pay the arresting officer. 

Not all counties operate on: the 
fee system. Some have not for 
many years; some have abolished 
the system just recently or are 
moving toward that goal soon. 
But enough fee system operations 
remain to keep the whole state of 
Georgia branded as a traffic trap 
state,

The problem thus becomes a 
statewide matter. The solution is 
to end the fee system in traffic 
arrests for the entire state. The 
reputation of having a traffic trap 
does no good for the one com- 
munity that operates it and it is 
just simply unfair to the rest of 
the state to be made to suffer for 
the shortsightedness of 
communities. 


Our Georgia legislators, par- 
ticularly the ones representing 
this section of the state, should 
begin now to prepare the legisla- 
tion and enlist the support to get 
the fee system abolished com- 
pletely, once and for all, in the 
entire state of Georgia.

In a post office I recently saw a poster 
which tells of the government’s campaign against 
the use of the mails to distribute obscene litera- :

ture. This is a matter in which we should become better informed: 


Especially if we are parents of small children we should become! 
mightily disturbed by the apparently large-scale use of the mail 
services to disseminate what the poster described as “filth.” 


I cannot for the life of me 
understand how a man can be- 
come so debased as to exploit 
the emotions of small children— 
and older people, too—for his 
personal financial profit. But that 
there are such people is apparent 
from the many recent investiga- 
tions. 

Recently when I was thinking 
about this wholesale exploitation 
of the human body I came upon 
the following words written by 
C. S. Lewis: “I know some 
muddle-headed Christians have 
talked as if Christianity thought 
that sex, or the body, or pleasure 
were bad in themselves. But they 
were wrong. 

“Christianity is almost the only 
one of the great religions which 
thoroughly approves of the body 
—which believes that matter is 
good, that God Himself once took 
on a human body, that some kind 
of body is going to be given us 
even in Heaven and is going to 
be an essential part of our happi- 
ness, our beauty and our energy. 
Christianity has glorified mar- 
riage more than any other reli- 
gion. Nearly all the greatest love 
poetry in the world has been 
produced by Christians.” 

Our concern about obscene lit- 
erature should be placed side by 
side with these words of Dr. 
Lewis. From the concern we

have and the counsel Dr. Lewis 
offers we may draw some worth- 
while conclusions. 

The first is that our physical 
natures are good. God gave us 
bodies because He approved of 
our having physical capacities. 
Nothing which God has creafed 
is evil but we may make corrupt 
His gifts when we debase His 
plans. 

Second, our bodies are mit- 
acles of creation which rival 
anything else in the universe. 

Third, our bodies may become 
earthen vessels by which and 
through which we may glorify 
our Maker. With our tongues We 
may sing God’s praises. With 
our eyes we may behold God's 
wonders. With our feet we may 
go upon God’s errands. 

Fourth, when we misuse and 
cheapen our bodies we sin 
against God’s will for our lives 
and our bodies become His ene- 
mies. 

Fifth, small children who get 
the wrong understanding of our 
physical nature are forever un- 
able to appreciate the noble pur- 
poses for which the Lord created 
us. I am terribly concerned that 
the exploiters of the flesh are 
irreparably damaging perspectives 
by which we may properly and 
faithfully estimate the worth of 
our bodies.

WASHINGTON—The cause of getting Ameri- 
can reporters into Red China and Red Chinese 
reporters into the United States—in order that 


we may have more reliable knowledge about each other—has gained 


a valuable new recruit. 


One of the strongest recommendations of 


the Percy Committee on Republican program and progress is for 


“maximum worldwide freedom of 


It applies this recommendation 
specifically to newspaper corre- 
spondents, saying: ‘“‘We particu- 
larly urge that journalists be 
given the freest possible access 
to all parts of the world to dis- 
cover and report the truth.”’ 

That’s good. 

Isn't it time to do something 
about it? 

Consider the fact that recently 
mainland China celebrated the 
10th anniversary of its Commu- 
nist regime. Right after his Camp 
David talks with President Ei- 
senhower, Premier Khrushchev 
flew to Peiping. 

How ironic that the American 
public had to get its reports about 
what happened from what the 
U.S. press could pick off the air 
outside Red China or from what 
was reported in dispatches filed 
by correspondents from other 
countries serving non-American 
newspapers inside Red China.

To Eat Less Meat

WARSAW—Poland’s Communist government is 
facing one of its most important psychological tests since 
the upheaval of 1956. 


Wladyslaw Gomulka, who came 
back to power three years ago as 
the symbol of a better life, has 
had to tell the Polish people that 
they will have to eat less of their 
favorite food — meat — and pay 
more for what they get. 


The meat shortage that started 
a few months ago has developed 
to the crisis point. Summoning 
Communist leaders to an emer- 
gency meeting over the weekend, 
Gomulka bluntly announced a 
sort of pocketbook rationing—an 
increase in meat prices by 25 
per cent. 


The test the government now 
faces is one of attitudes rather 
than political actions. The opin- 
ion of most foreigners here is 
that since 1956 the Gomulka gov- 


ernment has provided enough in 
the way of economic gains and 
increased liberties to be able to 
tighten things a bit without se. 
rious danger. 


But as a result of 1956 the 
Poles had begun to hope for a 
steady uptrend in their living 
standtrds. Now they have been 
told that they will face dips in 
the curve. 


But they could read in all their 
newspapers detailed explanations 
of the government's move. The 
explanation given boiled down to 
this: Wages had risen too rapid- 
ly and so had the population. 
Meat consumption had increased 
too steeply. Production was lag- 
ging.

DR. TAYLOR EXPLAINS 


Dr, George W. Taylor of Phil- 
adelphia, chairman of the three- 
man group, said they reached 
their conclusion with ‘“‘very sad 
hearts.” 


He said this was no longer a 
private fight and the parties 
“have a continuing obligation to 
rescue these issues.” 


“This obligation to the coun- 
try,”” he added, ‘‘will not be dis- 
charged until they sign an agree- 
ment, which is their duty in a 
democracy such as ours, to avoid 
the possibility of an imposed de- 
cision. It is the belief of the 
board that if we ever come to 
that day we won’t have the same 
kind of country.” 


ACT BARS SUGGESTIONS 


The Taft-Hartley Act did not 
permit the board to make recom- 
mendations. Its 37-page report, 
plus appendices, was an account 
of the negotiations, analysis of 
thé issues, and statement of po- 
sitions. 

The big issues are the monetary 
demands of the union and the 
companies’ demands for more 
freedom to change existing work 
practices without grievance claims 
by the union. 


In the monetary area, the 
parties are only a cent an hour 
apart on wage rates. The real 
conflict involves health insurance, 


pensions and other so-called 
fringe benefits. The parties do 
not even agree on the cost of 


the union’s program.

“McGill Raps

PRINCETON, N.J. (® — Ralph 
McGill, editor of the Atlanta

CREW CHANGE INVOLVED 

Discussing the work rules issue, 
the board said this was “difficult 
because it may involve changes 
in crew size and the consequent 
likelihood that men would be dis- 
placed. Both sides have remained 
adamant.”’ 


The hearings produced no ex- 
ample of local work conditions 
and practices that the companies 
want to change. The reference to 
crew sizes may mean, for ex- 
ample, that if it has been the 
custom to employ five men to 
perform a certain operation, the 
companies want the right to re- 
duce that crew to four if they 
feel four is enough. Other prac- 
tices involve relief time and 
“‘spell”’ arrangements. 


These are not automation or 
technology problems. Where the 
base of an operation is changed, 
such as the introduction of new 
equipment, management is free 
to act without consultation with 
the union. 


WANTED UMPIRE 


The companies offered on Sun- 
day to submit its demand for 
liberalization of the work rules 
to an umpire. Monday, David J. 
McDonald, president of the union, 
replied in a formal statement 


that the industry “is seeking to 
rearbitrate an issue already de- 
cided.”” He said that the Wage 
Stabilization Board in 1952 con- 
sidered that question and recom- 
mended no change in the present 
contract clause. 


Lawyers settled one of the pro- 
cedural questions of the injunc- 


tion conflict, The government will 
not take the customary course of 
asking for a temporary restrain- 


ing order. It is possible for a 
judge to issue such an order 
without hearing the opposing side. 
The order has the same effect as 
an injunction but its life is lim- 
ited to 10 days. 


Ike Orders Writ in Steel Strike 


Inasmuch as the union is mar- 
shaling all legal resources against 
an injunction, there was an ele- 
ment of risk in opening the steel 
mills—a costly procedure—for a 
mere 10 days. Hence, the govern- 
ment and the union have stipu- 
lated that they will proceed di- 
rectly to the injunction question.

Rawlings, commander of the 
Air Material Command before his 
retirement last Feburary, is finan- 
cial vice president of General 
Mills. 


The nation’s best defense from 
atomic attack is its ability to 


strike back, he added. 


And, concurrently, America’s 
Civil Defense plans must be de- 
veloped so that they can be put 
into effect without thinking. 
Today's weapons, he noted, “leave 
no margin of time for complet- 
ing Civil Defense plans."

Have you ever ‘noticed, as 
you boarded an airplane, the 
presence or absence of two little 
words just to the right of the 
boarding door?

The Family Spirit Is Missing 
| From ‘Everyday’ Wash Day 


It’s easy, as a counsellor friend of mine 
warns me, to be brave about other people’s 
troubles. And I suppose another genera- 
tion’s hard labor is a sitting duck for a 
button-pusher’s nostalgia. 


Yet there was something 
recent correspondent wrote in. 


What happened to washday, he asked. 
What happened to ail the second-day-of- 
the-week ritual that set Monday apart? 
He spoke of smoke rising from a pot in the 
back yard, a pot “veneered with a thou- 
sand layers of soot.”’ He conjectured that 
the term “blue Monday” came from that 
last rinse water into which a stick of 
bluing was wafted back and forth with a 
deft hand. He spoke of the sociability of 
the family gathered around the Wash 
Place—either a row of No. 2 tubs on a 
bench under the chinaberry tree in the 
back yard or,.as so often happened in 
the country, down by the creek or at the 
edge of a spring.

Mother, with her head tied up and her 
middle swathed in an apron, manned the 
battling stick, manned the rub board, ran 
the show. But the children had a part. 
They hauled water and kept the slow- 
burning oak wood going under the pot. 
They took a turn at scrubbing and rinsing 
and wringing and somehow every garment 
they touched took on a personality from 
their work with it. 


“Remember Wash Day cookery?” ‘this 
gentleman asked wistfully. “That was often 
the best meal of the week, what they call 
now the one-<ish meal—something that 
could be put on and left practically unat- 
tended, to simmer along slowly all morn- 


ing in its own juices. I remember red 
beans, cooked with onions and ham hock.” 


(As I read his letter my mouth began 
to water for our own Wash Day dish— 
corned beef and macaroni, cooked with 
onions and garlic and tomatoes.) 


“Want a study in contrasts?” continued 
the gentleman. “Take a Sunday morning 
—Sunday because that’s the worst day I 
can imagine for it, and go to the machine- 
age washteria. There’s no black pot, no 
No. 2 tubs, no smell of smoke rising on 
the frosty air or sound of a_ windlass 
creaking as the children haul up water 
from the well. It’s no longer a red-handed 
creative chore that means sun-smelling 
sheets by midafternoon on a clear day. 
Within minutes now you get your sheets— 
warm and wadded from the maw cf a 
great pastel and chrome monster. It does 
the work for dimes and quarters and you 
might rejoice for the women who don’t 
have to bend to the rub board or put their 
hands, chafed and cracked, in the strong 
soapy water. But look at them: Sitting 
there in their pedal-pushers, leafing list- 


lessly through magazines containing pic- 
tures of new machine-age wonders to make 
their lives sublime. Look at them: They are 
dead-eyed people who have turned good 
labor over to machines . . . machines that 
swish and spin out their siren song of 
sterile labor, arch enemy of the people, 
the machine, foster father of the working 
wife, glutted with people’s fulfillment, 
eater of life.’ 


“The gentleman’s plaint might seem a 
little impassioned, particularly since he 
probably never had to rub beef suet into 
raw and aching hands on a winter night 
or cope with eye-stinging smoke on a windy 
day or dry diapers by the kitchen stove in 
rainy seasons. 


But he has something. Go to the neigh- 
borhood, operate-it-yourself washery some 
Sunday morning and see. The energy, the 
family spirit that the old Monday wash day 
brought out, are missing. It is a dispirited, 
depressing operation, sometimes shared by 
young working couples but with the sweet 
companionship of work done together some- 
how missing. 


The gentleman asks what happened to 
wash day? It’s any day, of course. But I 
ask, what happened to the joyous release 
the machines are supposed to give us 
from work? I saw no joy in the faces of 
young women sitting around the washa- 
teria.

STEELERS PROVE IT---

Washingten Redskin End and Ex-Georgia All-America 
WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Pittsburgh Steelers 
proved an old but true football saying Sunday, 
“A good line rush is the best pass defense.” I 
don’t know how many coaches 
have said it but I do know that 
coach Buddy Parker must have 
said it many times this past 
week in practice because the 
Pittsburgh line was in our 
backfield all day. 


As Ralph Gugliemli, who was 
—until this Sunday's game— 
the league’s leading passer, 
said, “It’s real hard to throw , 
from a prone position.” Ralph, 
who was the shining star in our 
two victories over these same John Carson 


Steelers and the Chicago Cardinals, had probably 
the worst day in his career, completing two 
passes out of 13 attempts for only nine yards. I 
must say that Gugliemli did a good job running 
for his life, though. 


The big guns for the day were the fullbacks: 
Don Bosseler and Johnny Olszewski for the Red- 
skins and Tom Tracy and Larry Krutko for the 
Steelers. 


Don Bosseler gained more yardage alone than 
the whole Steeler team, with 136 yards to the 
Steelers’ 134. 


The Redskins’ defensive unit had its greatest 
game of the year against the Steelers, holding 
Pittsburgh's running game to only 134 yards on 
the ground and 53 yards passing. Any time you 
can hold a National Football League team under 
200 yards, you deserve a lot more than a 27-6 
defeat. For three years now we have been need- 
ing a defensive backfield. Now we have one and 
we, the offense, can’t score. 


But it’s hard to score when the other team 
has the ball. We fumbled seven times and lost 
the ball five times. On the first play of the game, 
Gugliemli fumbled and George Tarasovic recov- 
ered and ran it for 14 yards to our eight-yard 
line. Three plays later the Steelers had seven 
points on the scoreboard. After the kickoff, we 
started moving the ball well, but, on the fifth 


play, we fumbled again and this time Tarasovic, 
saving Bobby Layne the trouble, ran 38 yards 
for the touchdown. 


It was a sweet victory for Buddy Parker. 
“Griffith Stadium is my jinx park. This is the 
first time, as a player or a coach, that I’ve won 
here since 1937," said Parker. Coach Nixon 
summed it up by saying, “Any time your full- 
back (Don Bosseler) makes 136 yards, you've 
got to win.” Then he added sadly: “Unless you 
find a way to louse it up—and we did.”
